Commissioner Prouty of the inter- 
state commerce commission has ren- 
dered the report of the commission as 
to the alleged unlawful rates in the 
transportation of coal by-the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad com- 
pany. He says that the laws have 
been grossly and continually violated 
by this company during the past five 
years so as to close the markets for 
coal to, shippers competing with the 
‘Colorado Fuel and Iron company. He 
declares further that the Santa Ie and 
Colosado Fuel were virtually partners 
in this business. In connection with 
this report attention has been drawn 
to the fact that during the perlod re- 
ferred to Secretary of the Navy Mor- 
ton was second vice president of the 
Atchison and vice president of the 
Colorado Fuel.

PHILLIPS ACADEMY CLOSED 


Several Cases of Scarlet Fever Cause 
Authorities to Take Action 


Phillips Andover acaderny was closed 
Tuesday for two weeks on, account of 
prevalence of illness among the stu- 
cents. While there is no serious epi- 
demic the academy authorities decid+d 
that it would be best to take every 
precaution against further spread of 
the disease and it was therefore de- 
cided, after consultation with Dr. Mc- 
Cullum of the city hospital in Boston, 
to suspend recitations for a week or 
two. 

Five students are ill with scarlet fe- 
ver in a very mild form. There aie 
several cases of tonsilitis, some quite 
bad, but there is no case of diphthe- 
ria. 

The students who have scarlet fever 
ore being treated in hospitals and all 
are reported to be rapidly recovering. 
Two of the cases of scarlet fever broke 
out within the past few days and this 


fact had considerable weight in caus- 
ing the authorities to decide to close 
the school.

Three members of the baseball team 
are sick but the baseball schedule wil 
be carried out as arranged. 

It may be possible to re-open the 
school in a week but that will depend 
upon developments. 

Principal Stearns wishes it distinct- 
ly understood that there is no causé 
for alarm and that the academy was 
not closed because it was regarded as 
ubsolutety necessary, but simply asa 
precautionary measure, It is believed 
that the disease will be confined to the 
students already.ill and that it will 
soon be possible to resume the recite- 
tions. 

The following letter has been sent to 
the parents of the boys which is self ex- 
planatory : 

“Dear Sir:-—In view of the appear- 
ance of several cases of scarlet fever in 
the school it has been deemed wise, as 
an extra precaution against the spread 
of the disease, to close the school for a 
short period, probably for two weeks. 
A telegram was sent last night, to the 
parents and guardians who had_ not pre- 
viously been notified of the conditions 
here, stating this fact and asking them 
to wire us their wishes for their boys. 

The situation is as follows: during the 
past ten days five cases of scarlet fever 
ofa very mild type bavedeveloped. ‘The 
boys in question were at once isolated 
and given the best of care, while the 
boys rooming in the houses where the 
cases had appeared were placed under 
quarantine as a precautionary measure. 
There have been several cases of severe 
tonsilitis which have given rise to false 
reports. There are no cases of diph- 
theria in the school. Dr. MeCullom of 
Boston, the well known expert on con- 


| tagious diseases, has been consulted and 


his recommendations followed in every 
particular. Your son is not likely to 
contract the disease whether he remains 
in Andover on not. We have not felt 
justified, however, in allowing him to 
leave without your special permission. 
We have urged upon our boys the 
great importance of keeping up their 
school work during the period in 
question. Outlines of work will be fur- 
nished to e&€h boy and it is expected 
that -he will cover, during his absence, 
the work specified. May we ask your 
cooperation in our efforts to minimize, 
so far as ‘possible, the loss whieh this 
interruption to the work of the school 
must necessarily cause. Notice will be 
sent you later of the date on which 
recitations will be resumed.

DEATH OF JOHN 


At an early hour Thursday morning, 
John Carden;,.one of the oldest and 
best Known citizens of this city, passed 


= _ 
away at his home at 87 Bailey street, 
South Lawrence. In the year 1876 he 
became woolbuyer for the Arlington 
mills remaining with that corporation 
in that important capacity until 1897 
when he was retired and pensioned 

Mr. Carden reached the age of 82 
years on February 16th last. wWeath 
came not unexpectédly at the hour of 
2.30 o’clock and was due to the infirm- 
ities of old age. He was a native of 
Bradford, Yorkshire, England, where 
he was born in 1823. He learned the 
trade of a hand wool comber ande: 
his father, Richard Carden, who was 
a veteran of the English Army hav 
ing fought for his country at the bat- 
tle of Waterloo and in the peninsular 
campaign in Spain. The son came t> 
America in 1854 and first settled in 
Pallardvale where he worked as 4 
hand jack spinner in the Bradley flan- 
ne] mills. Leaving that village he 
came to Lawrence in 1859 and accept 
ed a position in the Washington mills 
as a woo] sorter where he was employ 
ed at the time of the fall of the Pem- 
berton. He was looking out of a window 
in the Washington mill on that fatal 
day im January, 1860, ‘and saw the mil’ 
as it fell. It was in the next year that 
he left the Washington to go to the 
Pacific to do similar work. He remain- 
ed at the latter mill three years and 
in 1864 became overseer of wool sor.- 
ing at the Atlantic Delaine mills in 
Providence, R. I.

cepted a position with that firm and 
remained with. them until: 1876. It was 
in that year that he was offered the 
position of woolbuyer for the Arlington 
mills where he remained a _ period of 
21 years. On his retirement he entered 
into the Wholesale wool business for 
Kimself at 628 Atlantic avenue at the 
corner of Summer street, Boston. The 
infirmities of old age compelled him to 
give up this enterprise and he retired 
to private Jife and sold out his busi- 
ness, 

The deceased has always lived in 
this city with the exception of the four 
years he spent in Providence, R. 1. 
since first coming from Ballardvale. 
For the last 15 years he has lived in 
liome which he erect- 
ed on Bailey street. He married Alice 
Walworth, an aunt of*the late Joseph 
Walworth in Bradford in 1844. They 
celebrated their 60th wedding anniver 
sary last July. The wife, survives. ‘To 
them have been born eight children 
six sons and tWo daughters. But two 
sons are now living. They are Rich- 
ard Carden, overseer of woolsorting at 
the Arlington mills and the Rev. Jo- 
seph Carden, rector of St. John’s 
Episcopal church at Winthrop, Mass 
There are also nine grandchildren 
among whom are Dr. Charles J. Car- 
den of Haverhill, and Ernest Cawcroft 
a lawyer of Jamestown, N. Y.

MEDAL AND $600. 


Massachusetts heroes and hero'nes 
were liberally remembered in the first 
awards of the Carnegie hero comimis- 


sion, made Wednesday at Pittsburg. 
To the families of the persons who Jost 
their lives fh the Brockton shoe factory 
explosion ahd fire a’ short time ago 
$10,000 was voted, ' 

In connection with the Brockton hor- 
ror are seyéral individual cases of he- 
roism which have been called to the 
attention of the commission. These 
cases have been. officially taken up 
and are now under advisement, 

To the widow of Seymour J, Leigh- 
ton of Lawrence, who lost his life in 
an endeavor to save the lives of Mary 
Genevieve Kane and Evelyn Bliss, who 
were swept over the dam in a cane 
on the Merrimack river July 4, 1904, a 
bronze medal and $600 was awarded. 
Leighton, ,with ‘Policeman J. J. Hart, 
ran down the bank and they held 
hands in the whirlpool, attempting to 
reach the canoe, Leighton was drown- 
ed. : 

Miss Ernestine F. Atwood, age? 17, 
a student of Melrose, for saving the 
life of Harry M. Smith, 36 years of 
age, of Quincy. On Aug.:22, 1904, while 
in bathing near Weymouth, Smith be- 
came exhausted and sank under a 
float. Miss Atwood dived under the 
float and dragged the drowning man to 
the surface. Miss Atwood, who is a 
student in the department of designing 
of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
was awarded a silver medal and $500 
for educational purposes. She also 
received a medal from the Massachu- 
setts Humane society. 

Other awards of medals were made 
as follows: 

Alexander Cameron, a painter, aged 
27, in Lindsay, Ont., was awarded a 
silver. medal. for resecuting George H. 
Bryans, an §8-year-old schoolboy, from 
the flood in Scugag river on April 24. 
1904, 

Gideon King Marshall, aged 389, a 
carpenter -lost his life at Springdale, 
Pa., on May 25, 1904, while attempting 
the rescue of Arthur Truby, a laborer, 
and Fernand: Pilette, a glass worker, 
who were overcome by gag in a well. 
Marshall left a widow and three chil- 
dren. The commission awarded Mrs. 
Marshall a silver medal and $599 to 
liquidate a mortgage on her home. 

Thomas H. McCann, aged 382, a 
drawtender. on the bridge at Portland, 
Me., tried to save an 8-year-old scnool- 
boy June 29, 1904, but was carried un- 
der by the lad. Mrs. McCann was 
awarded a bronze medal and $600, 

Lavinia Steele, aged 27, a. library 
cataloguer of Des Moines, Ia., on Dec. 
9, 1904, saved the life of George FE. 
Hill, a jaw student at Iowa City, la., 
by skating to where Hill had broken 
through the ice and dragging him to 
safety. Miss Steel was awarded a 
bronze medal. 

The commission wag founded by An- 
drew Carnegie, with an endowment of 
$5,000,000 in April, 1904. Of the 20 
members of the commission, 15 were 
present at the meeting yesterday. 
Nine persons were granted medta's, 
three silver and the others bronze. 

Three widows, whose husbanda lost 
their lives while performing heroic ac- 
tions, were given financial assistance. 
The total of money awards made 'was 
$12,000. Up to May 1a total of 407 
cases had been reported to the ccom- 
mission. Of this number, 239 have 
been refused, after careful investiga- 
tion, as not coming within the scope of 
the fund, 159 await investigation ard 
nine have been granted.
